Southern  Peaches 


The  peach  is  probably  the  most  widely  grown  of  all  fruits,  being  pro- 
duced over  a wide  variety  of  soils.  No  home  should  be  without  a few 
trees  of  this  valuable  fruit.  In  the  Southwest  peach  trees  grow  and 
bear  with,  but  little  cultivation  almost  anywhere  they  are  set  out.  Nearly 
all  classes  and  all  varieties  are  adapted  to  some  parts  of  the  Southwest. 
Peach  trees  should  be  pruned  yearly  by  removing  dead  branches  to  let  in 
light  and  air.  Keep  the  trees  in  good  shape  and  you  will  have  splendid  re- 
turns. A little  well  rotted  barnyard  manure  is  good.

The  ^ape  is  probably  one  of  the  first  fruits  used  and  brought  into 
cultivation,  yet  we  are  continually  adding  finer  varieties  yearly.  In 
its  flavor  the  grape  is  hardly  surpassed  by  any  other  fruit  in  delicacy 
and  richness.  Any  person  having  a plot  of  ground  can  find  room  for  six  or 
a dozen  vines.  Work  the  ground  deep  and  plant  a little  deeper  than  they 
were  in  the  nursery.  Make  rows  8 feet  apart  6 to  8 feet  in  rows.  Care 
should  be  taken  to  prune  thoroughly  each  year;  no  more  bearing  cane  should 
be  left  than  the  roots  can  sustain  in  a vigorous  growth  of  new  shoots.  Com- 
mercially no  fruit  shows  greater  returns  on  the  investment.  Be  sure  to 
order  at  least  2 grape  vines  for  your  yard.
